Snack Bar Forum

Noisy harangues condemning 
the Berkeley administration, Gov- 
ernor Brown and police brutality 
were delivered from in front of 
the Snack Bar Friday morning. 
Support of the Free Speech Move- 
ment on the UC Berkeley campus 
was the reason for the rally. 


Charging that the students at 
SSC were not properly agitative, 
he rally spokesman issued a call 
for volunteers to join in a protest 
march at the capitol building 
downtown. They said they planned 
to protest the police brutality 
charged in the recent arrests on 
the Berkeley campus, Governor 
Brown's decision to order the ar- 
rests and the actions against the 
striking students. 


Preedom 

“We are demonstrating for free- 
dom, stated Phil Taylor one of the 
spokesmen for the group. Taylor 
was in turn heckled because he 
was not enrolled as astudent at 
SSC or any other college. Taylor 
recently figured in a May Second 
Committee Rally in the same spot 
on campus. 

Another speaker, Jim Fisher, a 
large, bearded Negro student 
charged that there was a lack of 
agitation on SSC campus. 

“We realize we have freedom 
of speech here on this campus,” 
said Jim Larick in reply to a 
heckler. “But we do not have it 
at Berkeley. That is why we are 
supporting their movement.” Larick 
was using a bull horn to make 
himself heard. 


A show of hands among the 150 
students and two professors ob-

serving the rally showed that about 
half were not in sympathy with 
Berkeley's free speech movement. 


Difficulties 

Larick attempted to outline 
some of the difficulties of the 
Berkeley campus that gave birth 
to the Free Speech Movement. He 
said that the administration at 
Berkeley had allowed tables man 
ned by students to solicit funds 
and recruit workers for political 
interests. But when they attempted 
to move freely about the campus 
engaged in these activities, they 
were repulsed by university of- 
ficials. 

This, according to Larick, even- 
tually led to the demonstrations 
and the Free Speech Movement 
which was climaxed by the recent 
arrest of some 300 persons at a 
sit in on the Berkeley campus. The 
arrests were ordered by Governor 
Brown. 

Police Brutality 

The group claimed that they 
knew of cases of actual police bru- 
tality occurring during this raid. 
They issued handbills asking the 
students to join them in protesting 
the police brutality, the arrests, the 
administration and Governor 
Brown because he ordered the ar- 
rests. 

“It is not up to any one group, 
either in the administration or the 
capital, to tell us what we can do.” 
proclaimed Taylor, “It is up to the 
courts to decide.” 

Part of Education 

A student participaiing in the 
rally stood up and said that the 
rally was part of education, which 
she defined as being more than

mereiy attending class and listen- 
ing to lectures. To which. a heckler 
retorted, “Are we here to get an 
education or to witness you show- 
ing off as part of the lunatic 
fringe.” 

Most of the group consisted of 
pickets carrying placards calling 
for free speech, “Frown on 
Brown,” the ouster of Kerr and 
denunciations of police brutality. 

One of the pickets did not realize 
that her group was in favor of 
ousting UC President Clark Kerr 
until it was confirmed by her part- 
ner. Her poster called for Kerr's 
removal from office. 

At the time the rally was going 
strong, a group of counter demon- 
strations came rushing out of the

“If we're going to have free edu- 
cation let's keep it that way.” 
Otherwise we might as well give 
up and have the State Colleges run 
on a tuition basis, commented 
Paul Sax, ASSSC president. 


Sax was clarifying reasons be- 
hind Thursday's request by the 
Student Association of California 


State College Presidents to the 
Board of Trustees. They asked 
that points brought up at this 


week's association meeting be con- 
sidered along with a proposal for 
changes in operation and financing 
of Student Health Centers 

Demonstrators gathered outside 
the library Thursday while the 
Board of Trustees of the Califor- 
nia State Colleges met inside 


Representatives of the student 
president's association, including 
Sax, attended the meeting in hopes 
of presenting a written protest at 
that time. However, they became 
‘aware that there was nothing they 
could do at the time to change the 
opinion of the Board. Students 
requested instead further time to 
study the matter. This was grant- 
ed to them, as well as to the Aca- 
demic Senate of the California 
State Colleges, who made a similar 
request. 


Questions Health 


Sax explained that the student 
leaders, representing the interests 
of their campuses, have some ques- 
ion about the proposed student 
health program changes. 


Some of the changes, he pointed 
out, will directly affect the stu- 
dent. Students on any campus 
needing more health facilities 
would be directly assessed for 


building projects, a responsibility

Previously carried by the state. 
This would directly affect Sacra- 
mento State, according to Sax, 
since present facilities are already 
overcrowded. 


If, as is already the case at San 
Jose State, class sessions were held 
in these buildings, it would amount 
to direct student payment for edu- 
cational facilities. 


Compulsory Insurance 


The proposed changes would 
also mean, he stated, that all stu- 
dents living in college approved 
housing would have to carry com- 
pulsory insurance of about $30. At 
Present this is compulsory only 
for students living in dormatories. 
The change would make it pos- 
sible to demand this coverage of 
any student living in “approved” 
apartments or rooming houses. 


Sax explained that the resolu- 
tion is ambiguous on the matter 
of using community resources for 
health needs when “economically 
or educationally sound.” He feels 
this would open the door for pos- 
sible abolishment of student health 
centers, since no prevision is made 
as to who will decide when it is 
“economically or educationally 
sound.” 


Sax feels that the State of Cali- 
fornia has made an investment in 
higher education, and should con- 
tinue to protect that investment 
through participation in Student 
Health financing. 


Chances are, he continued, that 
when the $25 health fee is sepa- 
rated from the $75 materials and 
services fee now paid by all full 
time students, the materials and 
services fee will not be reduced, 
but that the money would simply

stration would force state officials 
to consider thoughts of students. 
He appealed to students all over 


the state to walk in protest with 
Berkeley. “If Berkeley loses, we 
all lose.” 


“We reserve the right to disobey 
tyranny in any form,” read one 
placard. Other placards carried 
glaring words stating, “Assertion of 
your rights is not anarchy” “Ban 
the bomb, not free speech,” Clark 
Kerr must resign,” “Study but do 
not go to class.” 


Bagpipes and guitars accom- 
panied choruses of “We shall over- 
come.” One disgruntled onlooker 
echoed a verse of “Schooldays” ia 
reply. 


In the midst of the activity, a 
spokesman for the director of edu- 
cation stepped onto the capitol 
steps to announce that the gover- 
nor had reached an undersanding 
of the demands of the Free Speech 
Movement, but he made no refer- 
ence to action which might be 
taken. His statement was followed 
by an announcement from one Cal 
representative that 50 to 60 per- 
cent of the classes on that campus 
had been cancelled and that to 
halt the demonstrations, the state 
would have to close down the uni- 
versity. “Be we will win” he pro- 
claimed.

s Cool SSC Hornets 


In First Two Hoop Tilts Of Season

An impressive one-two punch 
of John Bocko and Lonnie Hughey 
paced the powerful Fresno State 
College Bulidogs to a 98-80 bas 
ketball decision over the Hornets 
Friday night. An audience in ex 
cess of 2,000 watched the 6-7 
center Hughey and 6-2 guard Boc- 
ko pump in 19 points each to build 
up a 50-36 FSC halftime lead. 

Destined to capture the Califor- 
nia Collegiate Athletic Association 
championship for the fourth 
straight year, the Bulldogs hit on 
S2 percent of their field goals. 
Hughey, only a junior, played 
strong in the second half by add 
ing 14 points to his first half 
performance and finishing with a 


mere 33 tallies, while Bocko con- 
tributed 23. 

Extremely impressive in his SSC 
debut was Lynn Livie, the Junior 
College transfer from Marin. The 
six-foot guard, held to eight first 
half points, came alive with nu- 
merous perimeter set shots. He 
scored 25 points, and was sup- 
ported by 15 from Jim (Spider) 
Thomas. 

Gale Butler, playing under the 
burden of a tender knee and early 
foul trouble, managed only seven 
points. The defense of Hughey, 
who grabbed 26rebounds, added 
to the woes of the all-conference 
center 

Despite the loss, head coach Ev 
Shelton was pleased with the over- 


all performance of his boys. The 
Hornets did well to score 80 points 
last year, and should definitely im- 
prove upon their 5-7 conference 
record of the past campaign 

After trailing only 34-28 late in 
the first half, goals by FSC guards 
Bob Blanchard and Bocko actually 
put the contest out of reach. 


Frosh Club Yuba 80-73 

Playing in the first game, the 
Freshman team dumped the Yuba 
College Forty Niners 80-73. After 
building up a 15 point lead mid- 
way in the final 20 minutes of 
play. Taylor and Gage sparked 
the visitors to a brief one-point 
lead. But Doug Canning ahd Mike 
Svistoonof, who fouled out with 
six minutes to play, caught hot 
hands and pulled the game out of 
the fire. Canning and Gage each 
netted 26 points.

Fresno Wins Second Game 

Sixty points in two games was 
all big Lonnie Hughey of Fresno 
State could score against the Hor 
nets in last weekend's action. The 
6-7 center added 27 points to pace 
the unbeaten Lulldogs to an 82-66 
triumph over SSC Saturday night 
During the two game series, the 
junior Bulidog pumped in 23 field 
goals and picked off 47 rebounds 

Hornet scoring star Lynn Livie 
again carried the offensive load, 
netting 19 for 44 points in two 
games, a very respectable 22 point 
average. Forward Jim Thomas, 
piaying his usual fine game, tallied 
14 after 15 in Friday's loss. 

Superior FSC height prevailed 
over the small but fast Hornet 
squad, as the Bulldogs grabbed 
twice as many rebounds as SSC 
Gale Butler, held to 15 points in 
the two games, was one of many 
Hornets plagued by a poor shoot- 
ing exhibition that saw the SSC 
hit on only 35 percent of its floor 
shots. The Hornets go into the Ca- 
meliia Bowl Tournament Wednes 
day with an 0-2 record. 
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Gale Butler rebounding against Lonnie Hughey of Fresno. The Hor- 

nets lost both tilts with the Bulldogs although staying close until the 

final few moments. Lynn Livie was top scorer for the Hornets in both 

games, pumping in 26 and 19 respectively in two night's encounters. 

The Hornets travel to Moraga to play St. Mary’s tonight and will host 
the Camellia Bow! Tourney Wednesday and Thursday night.

Continuing his explanation, Sax 
commented that the Assembly of 
the California Legislature had re- 
quested the Board of Trustees to 
present alternatives to the present 
program. This he said, is a propo- 
sal, not an alternative. 


Specifically, he said, Senator 
Stephen Teale requested technical 
information on whether Health 
Service centers are over staffed. 
Sax commented he has seen no 
information on this matter in the 
resolution voted on by the Board 
of Trustees. 


Another point Sax cited was sig- 
nificant differences between the 
third and fourth (final) drafts of 
the resolution. The final draft was 
completed and distributed only a 
short time before the Trustees met. 


Further action will be taken when 
the Student Association of Califor- 
nia State College presidents meets 
this Thurs'ay and Friday, with the 
Student Health proposal a major 
item on the agenda.

Another Success Chalked 
Up To Drama Department |

Oh, Dad, Poor Dad, which open- 
ed Friday, Dec. 4, is one long 
delirious exposition of nutty antics, 
weird people and delightful fun. 

One could probably read be- 
tween the lines of Arthur Kopit's 
funny farce to extract some pro- 
found meaning about man being 
the victim of a devious and trecher- 
ous society, but I think it is much 
more fun to view the play as little 
more than wit and games. 

Evon Ray. as Madame Rose- 
petle articulated of “spit” and 
“sweat” and “lust” in a patroniz 
ing manner that was most believ- 
able. She gesticulated and ranted 
about “kicking sand in the faces 
of lovers on the beach” as though 
she really loved hating peopie and 
“cutting out their hearts.” Mme. 
Ray, professional in every execu- 
tion, exact in every line, was grand. 

Ed Robinson's absence next se- 
mester will be felt when he trans- 
fers to UCLA. As laughable, piti- 
ful, protected Jonathan Rosepettle. 
Robinson brought empathy to his 
character from his audience. And 
it was Robinson's audience. From 
his first impulsive gesture of div- 
ing headlong into his precious book 
collection, and his dissention from

the air singing “I'm Only a Rose 
in a Gilded Cage” to his hilarious 
bedroom scene with Ellen Ernest, 
Robinson was nothing short of 
superb. 


Winsome, coy Ellen Ernest, as 
the seductress babysitter Rosalie, 
is a five-foot bundle of talent. She 
coddled, cajoled and coaxed Jona- 
than into their bedroom scene with 
beautiful naivity and grace. As an 
enchanting, wicked Rosalie, Mme. 
Ernest was captivating. 


As the unexpedient Commodore 
Roseabove, John Zacharias a for- 
mer drama instructor, did not have 
a large part, but his awkwardness 
at courting Madame Rosepettle 
was believable if a little forced. 

A new speech professor at SSC, 
Charles Whitman, directed this 
fast-moving and well - presented 
play. His imaginative idea of add- 
ing olios to the beginning of each 
scene seemed an effective one and 
added to the spontaniety of the 
production. The beliboys (actually 
girls), Nancy Strutz, Cindy Mar- 
tin, Sylvia Silk and Barbara Har- 
rison, in shrouds and Civil War 
attire and Cuban dance costumes 
participated in the olios. Ted Strutz, 
head bellboy, also looked con- 
vincingly morbid as poor dead dad.
